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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the claim limitation that 
distinguishes the claimed Invention from the prior art cited is that the zoom system includes at least three channels. The Applicant then 
asserts that only two channels are Included in the zoom system 22 of Nakamura and that the other channels identified by the examiner 
(including 5, 8. 9, 11 and 12) are outside of and not included in the zoom system 22. In response to this argument, the Examiner would 
like to point out that the finding that the channels of Nakamura are part of the zoom system 22 is similar to the Applicant's specification 
and drawings which show that the channels or passages are split into various observation axes after passing through the zoom system. 
The Examiner believes it is reasonable to assume that the various observation axes (5, 8, 1 1 , 12) of Nakamura each constitute at least 
four channels which must be formed and passed through the zoom system 22 of Nakamura in the same way as the Applicant's invention, 
thus meeting the claim limitation. Therefore, the claims as finally rejected do not distinguish the claimed stereomicroscope from the prior 
art cited. 
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
